house for plants the area of the 
average garden. We planted toma- 
toes, cauliflower, asters and lettuce 
inside the cloth house, and again in 
an area of equal size and in similar 
surroundings out in the open air. 
Where asters were from eight to 12 
inches high wtih a blasted bloom and 
attacked by the aster bectle, in the 
open, inside the cloth enclosure we 
were able to grow them by the thou- 
sand with the most perfect stems 24 
to 30 inches high, and in a mass of 
solid bloom 

“The cauliflower plants show al- 
most as marked a_ difference. We 
feel we have conclusively proved the 
value of a cloth enclosure,” he said. 

“We used cheesecloth. We erected 
four posts eight feet high and strung 
wires to hold the cheesecloth in posi- 
tion.

As soon as the tops of the plants 
ar: frozen or have died off, they 
should be removed and burned, If 
the tops of perennial plants are left 
on the bed all winter there is danger 
that they may harbour disease spores 
and insects which may have been 
present on the plants. As soon as 
the ground is frozen a mulch of old 
manure, straw or evergreen branches 
can be applied to help to hold the 
snow. Sometimes the stems of the 
plants are left for this purpose, but 
it is not recommended. Some plants 
which are frequently attacked by 
slugs can be protected by covering 
the crown with old coal ashes. The 
same thing is useful around fox- 
gloves and hollyhocks to prevent 
water standing in the crowns and 
then freeziig. If the leaves of holly- 
hocks and foxgloves are very numer- 
ous some of them can be removed. 

September ard October are the 
months when spring flowering bulds 
are planted, and clumps of them in 
& perennial border are greatly ap 
preciated inspring Besides daffodils 
and tulips, which can be obtained in 
mnany varieties and colora, there are 
other attractive bulbous p'ants such 
as Chinodoxa (Glory of the Snow) 
Seilla Sibiiita (Siberian Squill), 
both of which have blue flower:

Field Day at the Dominion Experi- 
mental Station, Lacombe, Saturday, 
October 17. 

A. W. Peterson of the Dominion 
Livestock Branch, Ottawa, a well 
known authority on swine, will 
discuss the swine business from an 
angle new tothe producer. In the 
course of his address Mr. Peterson 
will explain a number of points 
concerning which most breeders 
have only the vaguest of ideas 

During the Jast few years a great 
many hitherto unrecognized facts 
have come to light in the realm of 
breeding, feeding and management 
of bacon hoge.

Code Appointments 
Approved By Board

Naming of two administrators, 
one to be stationed in Calgary and 
the other in Edmonton, was ap- 
proved when the permanent advisory 
committee which is assisting in 
administering the master retail code 
under the Trade and Industry Act 
wound up its session in Edmonton 
last Thursday 

George Weir is at present acting 
temporarily in this capacity at Cal- 
gary, taking over the duties as a 
result of W. D King being appoint- 
ed deputy minister of trade and 
commerce. ‘The work at Edmonton 
has been handled up to the present 
by the department. 

Hon. E. C Manning, minister of 
the department, who attended the 
meeting, was not prepared to say 
when the permanent appointment 
of administrators would be made. 

The code administrators will 
divide the province, one taking the 
southern districts and the other the 
northern sections. ‘They will be in 
contact with members of the ad- 
visory cominittee and will deal with 
complaints or matters requiring 
investigation. : 

The committee also decided upon 
the boundaries of districts for the 
setting up of administrative units. 
As a result of the meeting, board 
members are to take up the formation 
f ‘local’? committees to assi-t them 
in their work, 

W. D. King was named permanent 
chairman of the committee, while 
the secretary is R J. Gaunt, solicitor 
for the trade and industry depart- 
ment.
